The Retreat From Moscow 

One of the most tragic and terrible 
pictures in all history is that which 
bears the title, "The Retreat From 
Moscow.” Today is the 105th anni 
versary of the beginning of the battle 
of Polotzk, in which, after two days oi 
fierce fighting, that place was retaken 
by the Rugsians. from that time the 
retreat of Napoleon and his army _be- 
came a rout. In vain the great Cor- 
sican sought to bring about a- peace 
that would save his shattered fortunes. 
The Russians spurned alj overtures. 
Six days afier Polotzk the firet snqw 
of winter came drifting down on the 
ruins of Moscow, and Nepoleon rea- 
lized that the game had been played 
and lost. He ordered a retreat, but he 
had waited too long. The Russian for- 
ces, reorganized, and aroused to a pat- 
riotic fury by the destruction of thelr | 
sacred city, fell upon Polotak and/ 
drove out the invaders. At Vinkovo 
the Cossacks ali vut cut off a part ol 
Napoleon’s army. At Maro-Jarosla- | 
vetx, after an ail-day battle, Napoleot 
was victorious, but at a cost of 10,000 
men auu many officers. Those iain | 
in the battle were fortunate, for they 
were saved from worse borrors to) 
come. 

With barely enough food to keep) 
life in thelr bodies, and clothes 50! 
scant that they might almost as well | 
have been bared to the cold winds and 
snow that came howling upon them 
from the north, the “grand army | 
staggered on. Hundreds of horses 
quickly succumbed to the hardships, 
and many ammunition wagons had to 
be blown up. On October 27 the re- 
treating army came upon Borodino| 
and beheld the sight of 30,000 corpses | 
rotting on the frozen ground. At such 
an object lesson of what might be 
their fate, all discipline vanished | 
among the troops.

process through due process of law.”

She was built at St. Petersburg, 
of 18,566 tons displacement, with a speed of 18 knots and a comple- 
ment of 750 officers and men, Her principal armament consists of 
four 12-inch guns of an old pattern, and twelve 6-inch, with four tor- 


pedo tubes.

One of the bloodiest battles in ving history was pulled off 103 


years ago today, Oct 19, 1804, when Henry Pearce defeated John 
Gully at Bristol, England, in a battle that lasted over an hour, and 
in which both men were terribly punished. Pearce, called the “Game 
Chicken,” was the champion of England, having won that title 
early in 1804 by whipping Joseph Berks. Both Pearce and Gully 
were Bristol men and the fact that the fight was staged in their home 


city naturally brought out a huge crowd to witness the slaughter. 
Feeling between the rival camps ran high and it is surprising that no 
great disotder broke out. Pearce, like 80 many fighters after him, 
had the ambition to dispose of ali the wet goods In England, and 
soon passed from pugilistic prominence.
